Selectmen’s Letter 


The Town year of 1951 - 1952 has been during which 
there have been several storms creating near emergen- 
cies. The expenditures required to care for the condi- 
tions resulting, made serious inroads into our ordinary 
maintenance activities and operations. The various ac- 
counts show normal expenditures except for Winter and 
Spring Roads on which we are sorry to report a sub- 
stantial overdraft due to the unusually heavy snow-fall 
this winter. 


Although the Aid accounts have been overdrawn 
by moderate amounts, they are far less than in 1950, 
and but for decided increases during February, would 
have shown fair balances. 


All the notes and obligations of the town have been 
met and the 1951 taxes collected amount to $122,116.23. 
At the finish of the year there was a surplus of $4855.55 
and a cash balance of $7505.98. 


The Town has suffered a serious shock by the trans- 
fer of the clothing manufacturing business of the J. B. 
Pearson Mfg. Co. This came as a complete surprise, 
not only to the townspeople, but to Mr. Brooks, the 
manager and the workers as well. 


The Selectmen and Budget Committee upon learn- 
ing of this, immediately appointed a sub-committee to 
contact Mr. Brooks to determine if we in any way could 
be of assistance. This committee has been in close 
touch with the situation, and at the present time al- 
though negotiations have not reached the point where 
a definite statement can be made, the prospects for re- 
opening the factory seem favorable.

It is felt that all possibilities for such action should — 


be exhausted before any other propositions should ,be 


considered, thus protecting and making use of the skill- 


ed help available for that type of manufacturing. 


During this period of contact it has been found that 
‘the various agencies of the state for aiding Maine in- 


dustries and its people, have shown interest in our prob- 
lem and apparently stand ready to lend a helping hand 
wherever possible. | 

You will find more detailed information on the 
various activities of the Town in the different sections 
of the report, and we trust you will read it carefully. 
The Selectmen will be only too glad to discuss any 
item or problem with you. 

An attempt is being made this year to have the re- 
port ready well in advance of Town Meeting.

Report of Town Manager 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of Thomaston: 


As this report is being written at the close of the 
second year of the Selectmen-Town Manager system 
of government, I feel that in the face of adverse cir- 
cumstances some progress has still been made. During 
the year we have suffered at times from unusually 
severe weather, judging from past history and records. 
There have been four or more rain storms during which 
excessive rain has fallen, causing serious wash-outs and 
damage to bridges, the grandfather of these being a fall 
of approximately four inches on July 19. Added to 
these being the heavy snowfall of more than 50% above 
normal and the storm of February 17 and 18 leaving 
us with 24 inches of drifted snow, making the plowing 
most difficult. 

The plans for the year beyond ordinary mainten- 
ance and operation, called for the improvement of a 
section of Buttermilk Lane, Fish Street and the upper 
end of Beechwood Street, the installation of a hydrant 
on Lawrence Avenue, two new street lights, a new fire 
whistle, construction of a sewer on High Street and 
repairs to Counce Building. 


Most of this work has either been completed or is 
in process, except the improvement of Fish Street. 
This will be done during the coming season. 


The rain-storm of July 19 caused such a volume of 
water to reach our streams that several locations were 
flooded because the water courses and culverts were 
overtaxed. The most serious condition developed 
where the East branch of the Oyster River passes un- 
der the East Warren Road. At this point the stream 
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TOWN MANAGER’S LETTER (continued) 


washed out a section of the road, destroying one abut- 
ment of the bridge. The expense of repariing this 
bridge was a major expenditure and funds had to be 
provided. The State Highway Dept. allowed the use of 
State Aid Funds and two metal culverts were installed, 
thus avoiding a special town meeting. When this road 
is reconstructed, consideration should be given to the 
installation of a third culvert, as the area of flow has 
been slightly reduced but made available at a lower 
level. 


‘“ 
Building permits have been required for the past 
year and 19 have been issued, representing an expendi- 
ture in the town for new building of $34,500.00. 


For the coming year it should be reasonable to ex- 
pect the ordinary maintenance and operation of the 
various town activities ‘to be carried on without the un- 
usual conditions prevailing in 1951. | 


A section of Fish Street, Buttermilk Lane and the 
upper end of Beechwood Street will be improved. A 
special article in the Warrant will provide funds to 
improve sections of streets, sidewalks or drainage sys- 
tems in poor condition requiring a greater expenditure 
than can be spared from the general appropriation for 
roads. 


The sewer system which apparently was intended for 
sanitary purposes only, is being used for surface water 
and becomes overtaxed during heavy storms. There 
have been several cases of sewers being blocked or 
overtaxed, which indicates that they must be kept clean 
at all times in order to minimize such conditions of a 
troublesome nature. Many of the blocks have been 
caused by roots of trees finding their way into the pipe-

line, and it is proposed to purchase a motor to assist in 
the necessary cleaning and removal of roots. 


. VV 8 
During the year seven new sewer services have 
been installed and six applications are on file. 


The financial statements in this report indicate 
two substantial overdrafts. One is on Winter & Spring 
Roads where snow removal costs are charged. The Feb- 
ruary 17 & 18 storm cost about $1500.00 for plowing and 
removal, not considering the sanding, shovelling, and 
miscellaneous work in the days following. The over- 
draft just about represents the cost of this storm and 
the one which followed ia few days later. We are fortu- 
nate however, in that the expense came in the 1951 fis- 
cal year for Thomaston, and that there are balances to 
offset the cost. For most towns this expense came in 
the 1952 fiscal year and is seriously affecting their tax 
rates. 


The second overdraft is on Watts Block. An over- 
draft on this account has been a common occurrence. 
With the fixed income of $2540.00 and a yearly expendi- 
ture of approximately $2600.00 for fuel, lights, water, 
janitor and insurance, an overdraft has been hardly 
avoidable. This is bourne out by the fact that there is. 
‘an accumulated overdraft of several thousand dollars. 
This year it has been more than usual for three specific 
reasons and one general one. The general one is that 
the block has been ‘built many years and has reached 
the age where repairs must be expected. 


Specific reasons are: 


1. Two toilets in the building were replaced, one 
was unserviceable, the other in poor condition, 
both serving tenants and requested by them. 
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TOWN MANAGER’S LETTER (continede 


2. The electric service to the block was und®r- 
ground and has been giving some trouble to the 
lighting in part of the block. It had reached a 
condition where on most rainy days, some part 
of the electric system was out of order. This was 
a dangerous condition, particularly with under- 
ground wiring. The officials of the Central — 
Maine Power Co. urged us strongly to put in a 
new service with the necessary inside changes re- 
quired, before something serious occurred. A 
new overhead service was installed from the 
rear, enabling the Power Co. to eliminate two 
unsightly poles on the street and place us in a 
position to obtain new poles at an early date. 


3. Most of the fire insurance on this building as 
well as some on others was written on a one year 
basis. A program has been started to have all - 
one year policies changed to five year policies. 
The cost of five year policies is four times that 
of one year, thus making a saving of one year’s 
cost in every five. This alone will save $100.00 
per year in operating costs on ‘the block, but in 
order to do soa larger expenditure must be made 
for the initial policies for five years. This has 
increased the expense on the block this year and 
will do so next year. 


A new lease thas been negotiated with the Post-of- 
fice Department for a ten year period. The leases on 
the two stores expire in September 1952 and new leases 
will be arranged. | 

The 1932 - 1942 lease for the Post Office quarters of 
$840.00 per year including heat, water, but no electricity. 
The 1942 - 1952 lease of $1000.00 per year including heat,

water and electricity. This lease also required some 
preliminary repairs. The 1952 - 1962 lease (new) is 
$1600.00 per year including heat and water but no elec- 
tricity or cleaning. Preliminary repairs and alterations 
are required costing about $700.00 and quarters to be 
redecorated within three years. You will note that 
from 1932 to 1952 there was practically no increase in 
income, although most every commodity, costs and serv- 
ice increased 100 percent or more. This is a large part 
of the answer to the accumulated overdraft, and al- 
though the annual deficit may not be eliminated, by 
1953 the yearly account should be more evenly 
balanced. 


The management of the Village Cemetery was 
taken over on May Ist, 1952 as recommended several 
times by the auditors. Mr. John Smith was retained as 
Sexton, with all financial activity connected with the 
“cemetery being carried on at the town office. One of 
the changes in policy being the requirement of payment 
for annual lot care to be made in advance in order to 
avoid losses and the necessity of acting as a collection 
agency at the end of the year. 


There is included in the Warrant for 1952 an article 
for insuring town employees under Workmen’s Com- 
pensation and one to provide the benefits of Social 
Security. 


The firemen are now insured at a cost of $210.00 a 
year and are the only town employees receiving such 
benefits. The highway employees are continually 
working under hazardous conditions and there have 
been many near serious accidents. 

Each type of employee is classified according to his 
risk and it is estimated that $600.00 will cover the cost.

All of us look forward with apprehension to old age 
and wonder if we will be adequately provided for. It 
is becoming more difficult to make provisions for our- 
‘selves and the tendency to provide the necessary care 
thru retirement systems. This is now provided for 
many thru the government by so-called “Social Securi- 
ty” which is old age and survivors insurance. The day. 
is probably not far distant when all workers will be in- 
cluded in some sort of insurance of this type. 


Social Security became available to town employees 
on August 20, 1951 retroactive to January 1, 1951 but 
only after a vote of the town. Previous to that a person, 
exclusive of teachers, working continuously for the 
Town-all his life has had no insurance or regular method 
of providing for old age. I trust that you will give your 
employees the same opportunity that most of you en- 
joy. | 

As your Manager, I have tried to give the service 
that I believe you want. The balance sheet is far from 
discouraging, and with the budget as recommended for 

1952, a further reduction in the tax rate should be ac- 
complished, although not as substantial as at first ex- 
pected. 


I wish to acknowledge with thanks, the co-opera- 
tion given by the Selectmen and other town officers as 
well as the citizens of the town.

Notice to Taxpayers 


Sec. 35 Chapter 81, Revised Statutes 1944 

Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by 
posting notification in some public place in the town, 
or shall notify them in such other way as the town 
directs, to make and bring in to them true and perfect 
lists of their polls and all estates real and personal, 
not by law exempt from taxation, of which they were 
possessed on the Ist day of April of the same year. If 
any resident owner after such notice, or any non-resi- 
-dent owner after being reasonably requested thereto 
by the assessors, does not bring in such list, he is there- 
by barred of his right to make application to the asses- 
sors or the county commissioners for any abatement of 
his taxes, unless he offers such list with his application 
and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed. The request upon non-resident own- 
ers may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed to 
the last known address of the taxpayer or given by any 
other method that brings notice home to the taxpayer. 


Notice to the Veterans and the Blind 
Entitled to Tax Exemption 


-- and provided further, that any male or female vet- 
eran, or blind person, or widow, or minor child of such 
male veteran or blind person, who desires to secure the 
aforesaid. exemption shall, on or before the lst day 
of April, notify in writing the assessors of the city, 
town or plantation in which ‘he or she resides, and 
furnish proof of entitlement, and thereafter said asses- 
sors shall grant such exemption while so qualified un- 
til such year as said person, on or before the lst day 
of April, notifies in writing such assessors of his or her 
desire ‘to pay said tax.

AUDITOR’S REPORT (continued) 


COMMENTS 
TOWN OF THOMASTON 
MARCH 2, 1950 TO MARCH 1, 1951 


An audit has been completed of the books and records 
of the Town of Thomaston for the fiscal year ended March 1, 
1951. The audit included an examination of the records kept 
by the Assessors, Town Manager as Manager, Tax Collector and 
Treasurer and those of the Town Clerk. 


At the annual town meeting, held in March 1950, the 
voters authorized the ‘expenditures of $75,000.00 for school 
construction. The necessary funds were made available from 
the sale of bonds. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet, to- 
gether with supporting exhibits and schedules, fairly present the 
financial position of the Town at March 1, 1951, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The systems of the various Town offices were reviewed 
and the internal controls, accounting records and other support- 
ing evidences were tested by methods and to the extent deemed 
appropriate. Cash accounts were verified and receipts, dis- 
bursements and supporting data were examined. Collections 
made by the Tax Collector were reviewed and the records of 
excise tax receipts were checked in detail. 


Trust fund investments and related transactions were 
reviewed and verified with the records. Verifications were 
made of unpaid taxes, tax liens and accounts receivable, which 
‘were outstanding at the date of audit. Surety bonds and insur- 
ance policies of the Town were reviewed and listed 


The records of the annual town meeting and subsequent 
special meetings were reviewed and any action affecting finances 
was verified with the records. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $773.87 at the year end was reconcil- 
ed with the statement of the First National Bank of Thomaston. 


Transactions affecting tax, tax lien and tax acquired 
property accounts were reviewed. Unpaid accounts at the year 
end were checked and reconciled with the balances shown on 
the records of the Tax Collector, Treasurer and Selectmen. 
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AUDITOR’S REPORT (continued) 


Accounts receivable appeared to be correctly stated and 
properly controlled. With minor exceptions the accounts rep- 
resent current charges and were found to have been paid during 


the progress of the audit. 


As a result of the current year’s operations, the Watts 
Fund Block sustained a loss of $1,399.73. Revenues totaled 
$2,995.57 of which $1,037.00 was appropriated by the Town and 
$1,958.57 was received from rentals. Expenditures totaled 
$4,395.30, the detail of which is shown on Schedule A-5. 


In past years attention was called to the provisions of 
the Samuel Watts Trust Fund which read in part as follows: 


“The income of the three stores to be held in trust 
by the Town for the use and to be expended for 
the benefit of such worthy and industrious citiz- 
ens of Thomaston....” 


It is suggested that the Municipal Officers review the provisions 
of the trusts to determine if they are being properly fulfilled. 


LIABILITIES 


An examination of bills paid in the ensuing fiscal year 
revealed only a few items of minor amounts applicable to the 
prior periods. So far as could be ascertained the only items of 
accounts payable at March 1, 1951, were payroll deductions for 
teachers’ pensions and withholding taxes, the total of which 
amounted to $1,353.15. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The records of revenues and expenditures of the de- 
ypartmental accounts were examined in detail. From this ex- 
amination, it was determined that the net unexpended balances 
of these accounts, which by law or otherwise, were carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year, totaled $7,733.72. These accounts are 
summarized as follows: ;

An analysis revealed that the major factors contribut- 
ing to these differences were accounted for in the school con-. 
struction account, which is included under education. 


Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation ac- 
counts. The major overdrafts occurred in the health depart-_ 
ment, town poor, aid to veterans and old age assistance accounts. 
Overdrafts and unexpended balances are summarized as fol- 
lows:

Overdrafts 5,413 25 
Net Unexpended Balances $2,562 11 


The following opinion was rendered by the Department 
of Attorney General regarding overdrafts: 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms 
of the articles in the warrant calling the town 
meeting providing for the expenditure of money. 
The officers should not spend more than the 
taxpayers appropriated at town meeting, unless 
the statute expressly authorizes an expenditure 
in excess of the appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Revised Statutes 
of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for highway 
purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emergencies to the 
extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, which is incorporated in the balance ~ 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects the notes and bonds of the 
Town which are to be retired from future revenues. The long 
term indebtedness of the Town at March 1, 1951, consisted of 
the following obligations:

Total $83,000 00 


It was ascertained that the short term school building 
notes maturing during the year were paid and that bonds total- 
ing $75,000.00 were issued.

TRUST FUNDS 


An examination was made of all Town trust funds. The 
investments were examined and listed. Income and expendi- * 
tures in connection with the various funds were checked and 
so far as could be determined had been properly accounted for. 


GENERAL 


Excise tax. receipts were verified in detail from the 
copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. Collections 
totaling $8,526.72, were accounted for as follows:

From an analysis of receipts and deposits it was de- 
termined that all monies deposited were in agreement with the 
total recorded receipts. 


It was determined that all disbursements had been 
made by check from warrants approved and issued by the 
Selectmen. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following recommendations are believed to be 
worthy of consideration by the municipal officials: 


A system of accounting for town owned property 
and equipment should be considered so that a 
record will be available to show values and other 
pertinent data of town capital investments. 


The town report should include excerpts from the 
audit report as required by Chapter 361 of the 
Public Laws of 1947. 


It would appear that a study should be made by 
the Trustees of trust fund investments as of 
March 1, 1951, to determine if they comply 
with the provisions of Chapter 80, Section 106 
of the Revised Statutes of 1944 and Chapter 55, 
Section 38, Subsections I to IX of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944.

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Report of Chief of Fire Department 


‘To the Town Manager and Board of Selectmen 
of the Town of Thomaston: 


I have the honor to submit herewith the report 
of the Fire Department for the year ending February | 
29, 1952. 


During the period covered by this report the De- 
partment responded to a total of 42 calls including 2 
from out of town for an aggregate of less than $50.00 
property damage, probably the lowest in the history 
of the Department. The calls are classified as follows: 
buildings 5; chimneys 14; grass 2; range and oil burners 
7; automobiles 3; emergency 5 and miscellaneous 6. 


Through the efforts of the Fourth of July Celebra- 
tion Committee the generous donation of the inmates 
of the Maine State Prison and contributions of several | 
organizations and individuals an E. & J. dual resuscita- 
tor was added to our equipment and is available to the 
public at all times. Purchase of 500 feet of 2% inch 
hose was made. 


The old Cunningham whistles on the fire alarm 
system were replaced by two Cooper air horns which 
operate at a much lower pressure. A pressure reducing 
valve and an auxilliary air tank were also installed. 


For the ensuing year an appropriation is recom- 
mended for the replacement of the compressor and ad- 
dition of one new tank. An increase of $100 annually 
for each of the three companies and $50 each for the

two assistant chiefs is recommended also. Other appro- 
priations requested are routine and represent no in- 
creases. 


The Department will again this year collaborate | 
with Williams-Brazier Post in a 4th of July celebration. 


In concluding this report may I express my apprec- 
iation to all who cooperated in making this such a suc- 
cessful year. It is our mutual gain.

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| Report of Chief of Police 


To the Town Manager and Board of Selectmen: 


Dear Sirs: 


On June 18, 1951 it was my pleasure to be ap- 
pointed and confirmed as your Chief of Police. 


Upon assuming the duties of the above office it 


was decided that observations should be made as to 
the traffic situation to determine what working hours 
would produce the greatest amount of efficiency. The 


hours between ten o’clock in the forenoon and six 


o’clock in the afternoon appeared to need the serv- 
ices of a police officer more than any other period of 
the day or night. 


Needless to say traffic was extremely heavy 
through the months of July - August - September, and 
part of October. The tourist traffic had a tendency 
to go through town at a high rate of speed. This high 
speed had to be corrected and controlled because it 
created such a hazard, with pedestrians trying to cross 
the street, cars backing out of the diagonal parking 
spaces, and other traffic trying to enter the Main 
Street from side streets. 


Diagonal parking on the south side of Main Street 
was discontinued and parallel parking put into ef- 
fect. This gave more width and reduced the hazard 
of backing out into oncoming traffic. 


The fourth of July celebration attracted hundreds 
of people that made it necessary to employ extra 
police officers. With the aid of the extra officers it was 
possible to move all the cars from all of the parking 
areas and all the side street parking into an orderly

traffic flow within forty minutes after the fireworks 
display. I would like to take this opportunity to thank 
the Sheriff of Knox County and his deputy sheriffs, 
and the Maine State Police for assisting us with this 
problem. 


With the opening of schools in September a school - 
patrol was organized to assist with getting the chil- 
dren across the street. These boys are to be com- 
mended for giving their time to this worthy cause. 
Although there isn’t any way to measure the number 
of lives saved or personal injuries prevented, parents 
can have the feeling that their children are being well 
protected. This training also forms safety habits that 
will stay with most of the children for a good many 
years. 


Halloween night presented its usual problems. 
Again extra police officers had to be employed in an 
effort to control damage that might be caused. 


The first of November it was decided that with 
the decrease in traffic it would be advisable to change 
the hours of the police officer. The hours were chang- 
ed to three o’clock in the afternoon to eleven o’clock 
at night. This gave protection in the evening as well 
as being available for the afternoon traffic. 


Conclusion and Recommendations 


1. Because of the population and size of the town 
of Thomaston, it should have two police officers. This 
would be in keeping with the recommendations of the 
International Association of Chief’s of Police. They 
recommend one police officer for every thousand popu- 
lation.

2. The diagonal parking on the north side of Main | 
Street should be changed to parallel parking for the 
same reasons it was changed on the south side of 
Main Street. Of course this would eliminate some 
parking spaces but your town is fortunate in having 
an off street parking area that other communities 
would give a great deal to have. 

3. The janitor work of Watts Hall should not be 
part of the duties of the police officer. This past win- 
ter the hall has been used a lot and many hours have 
been spent at the task of keeping it clean. This work 
puts the police officer in a very awkward position. 
If an emergency should arise that needed the serv- 
ices of the police officer and he is cleaning the hall, 
should he answer the emergency in old clothes as a 
janitor or should he take time to change into his uni- 
form and go as a police officer.

For nearly twenty years the nurse’s reports have 
been statistical. The Association is herewith restating 
its aims for the benefit of those interested today, and 
for a better understanding of Mrs. Flint’s service: 


AIMS 


1. To render nursing service in the homes. 
2. To supervise the health of infants and pre- 
school children. 
3. To promote better health in schools. 

4. To find the needy, help obtain relief, and in 

some instances to distribute it. 

Mrs. Katherine Flint has so ably carried out these 
aims during her long and faithful service that we feel 
an interpretation of her work should become a part of 
the town record. . 


Since Mrs. Flint started work in February 1928, 
it has been shown that bedside nursing has been the 
major need to which she has administered. From 1500 
to 2000 nursing calls a year mean that in countless 
‘homes her specialized training as a Public Health Nurse 
has enabled her to improvise equipment, so as to give 
safe and efficient care to the sick, to teach this care to 
members of the family, to recognize and alleviate other 
health problems and teach ways of more healthful 
living. | 

In obstetrical work (10 to 28 births a year), she has 
been able to assist the physician in supervising the 
health of the expectant mother, has been indispensable 
at deliveries and has so well taught the need for con- 
tinued supervision of mother and new-born, that since 
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IN APPRECIATION (continued) 
money and hospitalization insurance have been more 
plentiful, this work has come into the hands of physi-. 
cians the past few years. This is as it should be. 


Infant and pre-school child supervision visits re- 
present another specialty of nurses with Public Health 
Nurse Training. A knowledge of the well child, his 
growth and development, physical, mental and emo- 
tional; an awareness of a mother’s need for under- 
standing and sympathetic guidance; an ability to teach 
disease prevention and health improvement - brought 
by the nurse into, say, 385 infant visits, 392 pre-school 
visits per year, mean a great deal in the health status 
of a town. One obvious result is seen in very few 
children needing immunizations for communicable dis- 
ease. The other benefits are beyond tabulation. 


Bedside nursing has crowded out considerable time 
formerly spent in schools following-up growth develop- 
ment and teaching health. But correction of physical 
defects to an excellent percentage has resulted, because © 
of Mrs. Flint’s ability to interpret the need to parents, 
of her knowledge of community resources for the needy 
and her ability to obtain the co-operation of health and 
social agencies, professional co-workers and interested 
citizens - again an example of the qualifications of a 
nurse trained in Public Health work and of the respect- 
ed position her own character has gained for her. 

The specialized field of supervision in the home of 
ituberculous patients contributes yearly to the health 
of the whole community. 

Tribute must be paid to Mrs. Flint’s unselfish 
spending of time in her work way beyond the call of 
duty.

We, therefore, feel certain we are expressing on be- 
half of the town, our grateful acknowledgement to Mrs. 
Flint. May we hereafter be able to read statistical re- 
ports with a more thorough understanding, so that a 
successor to Mrs. Flint will have our continued and un- 
stinted support.

To the Superintending School Committee and the 
Citizens of the Town of Thomaston: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the school 
department. 


Visitations have shown that satisfactory progress 
is being made by most of the pupils. The teachers 
have been most cooperative and conscientious in their 
work. Unfortunately the large number enrolled in 
some of the classes has made it impossible to give 
the desired amount of individual attention. An effort 
has been made to improve the standard of work par- 
ticularly in reading. I would like to commend Mr. 
Vere Crockett and Mrs. Esther Rogers for their ex- 
cellent work with the ‘boys and girls in instrumental 
and vocal music and Miss Reba Willey for the progress. 
being made in art. 


Several teacher changes have occurred since your 
last report. Miss Lorraine Curry, a graduate of the 
University of Maine, was hired to teach High School 
English in place of Charles Libby. Mr. William Book- 
er replaced Mrs. Betty Goddard in the Commercial 
‘Department and as coach of girls’ basketball. Mrs. 
Nellie Starrett was employed to teach in the combin- 
ed third and fourth grades. Mrs. Sara Montgomery 
has again resumed her teaching duties and has charge 
of grade three which was taught by Margaret Dow 
last year. 


ae the past year three of the teachers improv- 
ed themselves professionally by attending summer 
schools. Clyde Hatch and Clarence Butler attended 
the University of Maine. Lenora Davis participated 
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SCHOOL DEPARTMENT REPORT (continued) 


in the summer session at Farmington State Teachers 
College. Nine of the teachers are currently enrolled . 
in an extension course from the University of Maine 
being offered at Camden. 


During the summer months repair work was done 
on the several buildings. At the Libby School much 
of the work was confined to an improvement of the | 
playgrounds. A flagpole was erected in the front yard. 
The interior of the building was cleaned and the floors 
waxed. 


At the Green Street School major repairs on the 
boiler cost $614.78. This work was unanticipated and 
the above expenditure made it necessary -to leave un- 
done work which the school committee had planned 
to do during the past year. The basements at the 
Green Street School were painted and all floors were > 
refinished. In the High School building the flat por- 
tion of the roof was done over for a contract price of 
$600.00. The interior of the building was cleaned, the 
basements painted and the floors refinished. 


Major repairs being asked for next year consist 
of painting the outside of the High School building 
and installing new toilet facilities. A new water serv- 


ice line from the road to the building is needed. An 


exit door to the fire escape has been recommended by 
an Insurance company which made a survey of the 
building. A fire door in the furnace room at the Green 
Street School has also been requested. Other items 
called for in the proposed budget are to cover routine 
painting, minor repairs and replacements. A request 
for forty new desks to replace obsolete seating now

being used and to provide for an increased enrollment 
is included in the equipment account. © 


I am very pleased with the manner in which 
the citizens of Thomaston are facing the problem of 
needing more classrooms to provide for the large en- 
tering classes anticipated for the next few years. Many 
of you have probably read the survey relative to fu- 
ture enrollment, that was made last fall. The problem 
of classroom space can be taken care of for one more 
year by moving another grade into a small room in 
the High School and adding another teacher to the 
staff. The school officials recommend that a commit- 
tee be appointed during the annual town meeting to 
study this problem carefully and make recommen- 
dations as soon as a suitable solution has been reached. 


A committee of parents and teachers from Thom- 
aston, Camden and Hope held several meetings to 
study various types of rank cards. As a result of this 
study, new cards were adopted in the elementary 
grades. I wish to thank the parents and teachers who 
served on this committee. 


A change in the teachers’ salary schedule has been 
recommended. The proposed schedule is somewhat 
higher than the one formerly used. The new scale 
gives the same salaries to both sexes for like positions. 
You will recall that the last state legislature passed an 
“equal pay for equal work” law. This law is to be en- 
forced by January 1954. The teachers and school com- 
mittee worked together on the new schedule and de- 
vised a plan whereby the transition to conform to the 
new law can be worked out over a two year period.

Last year the Parent Teachers Association con- 


tributed $250 for the purpose of purchasing playground . 


equipment. The town raised a like amount. Swings 


and a “Jungle Gym” were installed at the Libby — 
School. Basketball goals were set up on the play- — 


ground at the Green Street School. 


The lunch program has continued to operate very » 


well. The number of pupils eating the hot lunches 
has averaged about 140 per day. The food is trans- 
- ported from the Libby School to the other school build- 
ings in order that all bus pupils may be benefited. May 
I express my appreciation to those parents who have 
volunteered their help in preparing and serving meals. 


An increase in the number of pupils living in the 
outlying sections of town has created a transportation 
problem. If only one ‘bus is operated next year, some 
of the pupils will be required to walk excessive dis- 
tances. The school and budget committees are there- 
fore recommending that another bus be purchased and 
two rather than one bus be operated. 


The following portion of this report shows an item- 
ized account of the proposed budget for 1952-1953. 
Each individual request for money has been carefully 
screened by the members of the school committee and 
recommended by the budget committee.

Report of Budget and Planning Committee

Your committee, composed of twelve citizens, five 
selectmen and Mr. Putnum meeting with us in an un- 
official capacity, held eleven meetings during the past — 
year with an average attendance of twelve. 


Vacancies during the year, caused by death, resig- 
nation and expired terms have been filled as they oc- 
cured and Alfred Ludwig, Robert Blake, and William 
Vinal have become members of this committee during 
the year. 


Immediately following town meeting last year, the 
Thomaston publicity folder, for which we have many 
calls, was brought up-to-date and a new supply ordered. 


A special meeting was held in May to approve a 

request for extra funds, prior to a special town meeting, 

for a sewer extension on Gleason St. where ledge was 
encountered. 3 


In August we lost our chairman, J. Fred Burgess, | 
by death and Percy Williams was elected to serve for 
the remainder of the year. } 


At our October meeting, it was called to our atten- 
tion by one member of the committee that Watts Hall 
had no fire extinguishers. Two were recommended 
and later purchased. 


The question of water for Morses’ Corner residents 
was investigated, as authorized at the last town meet- 
ing, and the following excerpt is from a letter in reply, 
from Mr. McAlary of the Camden and Rockland Water ~ 
Company. 
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BUDGET COMMITTEE (continued) 


“It is our understanding that your Budget Com- 
mittee needs an estimate for its report, and that a pipe 
sufficiently large to provide service for fire protection 
be considered. 


Fire service is now had as far as the Tillson place. 
From there to Morse’s Corner is 3700 feet. No sound- 
ings have been made to determine ‘the presence of rock. 
Assuming there is no appreciable amount of rock we 
estimate that it would cost to lay an 8” cast iron pipe 
and to set one hydrant about $15,000. The revenue 
from one hydrant, according to our present schedule, 
would be $100.00 annually. This would justify us in 
making an expenditure of $500.00. For two hydrants 
we would spend $10000.00. 


Any domestic service that might be attached to 
the proposed 8” main would not affect the above figures 
materially as revenue from such service would only 
come with additional expenditure of money.” 


In January the committee approved the terms of 
the new Post Office lease, prior to a special town meet- 
ing on February 11th. 


As usual, the warrant and budget for 1952 have 
been carefully studied and recommendations made, to 
the best of our ability and judgment. It is often easy 
ito stand back later and see where something should 
have been done differently but this committee works 
together, giving freely of its time, to try and make the 
best possible recommendations to the town, based on a 
careful consideration of all the information available.
